The  smoke  trail  had  discontinued  but  there  v/as  a tail  that  had  the  a,..pear- 
ance  of  a ribbon  about  5 or  6 feet  long*  At  times  the  .ail  lengthened  to 
aL-iost  20  feet,  '..liile  hovering,  it  had  a burnt  or  dark  brorm  a^^pearance. 

The  tail  had  an  opalescent,  grayish  appearance  with  e dark  lino  running  aovn 
i-hrough  the  center  of  it.  The  main  object  vms  still  grayish  metallic  in 
color.  The  object  was  covering  about  5 or  6 feet  above  the  road  in  a com- 
pletely stationary  position.  I ^.ent  toward  the  object  and  the  object  stc-bted 
moving  8outh\:ard  as  I moved  toward  it.  V.hen  I got  to  within  5C  feet  of  it, 
the  main  object  was  about  4 to  6 feet  fro.n  the  chain  link  fence  on  the  south 
side  of  the  road.  It  rxved  straight  up  to  about  12  feet  and  then  described 
a horizontal  i'ovenent  southviard  across  the  fence,  then  it  again  i?oved  straight 
up  to  about  si:diy  feet  where  it  again  inoved  south  o*/er  a light  pole  and  a 
willow  tree.  After  it  passed  over  the  T/illow  tree,  it  chaagg^  its  direction 
to  the  southeast.  At  this  time,  of  !Ia:on 

Construction  Company,  came  along  and  I sto..ped  '.\im  and  asked  him  to  observe  it

He  wee  unable  to  see  the  object  at  first  end  I ratuzned  to  the  r'rtehoupe 
to  make  another  report*  VH^BH^^ont^ued  to  observed  the  object  and  soon 
after  I v;ent  into  the  gatehouse,  si^^hted  the  object.  The  objoct 

T;as  no;Y  ascending  at  an  angle  of  c^'out  de^^reos  in  a southeast  direction* 

As  it  ’.«ved  avayj  it  got  larger  in  size  and  again  assui^^d  a pear  or  bladder 
shape.  The  object  continued  in  this  manner  until  it  had  ^.assod  over  the 
ridge  south  of  $ol>:a^*  road  and  disappeared. 

About  five  minutes  later>  Captain  drove  up  and  as  he  c^me  dov.n  the 

road  I remarked  that  1 vdshed  it  v/ould  shot/  up  agar'n  so  he  could  see  it*  he 
looked  toward  the  ridge  and  aaw  it  again.  The  object  v;as  moving  from  i;est 
to  east  about  3 or  9 feet  above  the  field  south  of  the  fencr.  Its  speed 
was  about  15  to  50  miles  per  hour.  I motioned  for  Captain MBMHI  to  hurry 
out  .of  his  car*  He  came  over  to  vAiere  \te  were  atatding  on  the  first  island 
from  the  gatehouse*  Captain  loolied  to  where  I pointed  ans  sav/  the 

object  immediately*  At  this  time^  the  object  was  about  2C0  feet  high  and 
axcendlng  at  about  45  degrees  in  a southeast  direction.  *.'e  saw  it  for  about 
60  seconds  before  it  disappeared  at  about  1,500  to  2,000  feet.  It  had  a 
bladder  or  pear  shape  at  this  tine. 

In  about  five  .ore  minutes,  and  I saw  it  again  about  20 

degrees  above  the  center  island  house.  It  had  a pear  shape  arain  and  appeared  to 
be  about  the  same  size  as  a small  pear.  The  object  was  moving  ^;est  at  about 
20  miles  per  hour.  It  continued  west  about  50  feet  above  the  road  until 
we  lost  it  in  the  glare  of  the  sun.  This  was  the  last  time  it  appeardd. 

None  of  us  noticed  any  odor  at  any  time* 

'."hen  I first  saw  the.boject  diving,  its  speed  was  very  slovi.  It  was  much 
slower  than  a plane  could  dive*  Cn  the  45  degree  downward  slant,  it  slowed 
even  more,  '.hen  it  moved  across  the  poad,  the  sjseed  vas  about  15  miles  ^er 
hour.  During  the  upx.’ard  slant,  the  s,.eed  \:e.a  much  faster  than  the  downward 
slant  and  it  mus3  have  been  increasing  in  size  because  as  it  drew  away,  vw 
could  see  it  Just  as  plainly  and  about  the  same  size  as  v.'hen  observed  up 
close* 


The  wind  direction  was  north-northwest  and  8 !?H,  according  to  the 
Knoxville  '.'eather  Station*
